The group approved minutes of 
two past meetings, a contract with 
the Elba Chamber of Commerce and 
completed a lease of some of the old 
high school property to Basic Out- 
reach. 

Then they discussed and tabled: 
paying of the bills, recreation di- 
rector and commercial garbage rates. 

The Chamber contract calls for 
the city to pay $3,000 annually to the 
Chamber to promote Elba. 

The two year lease to Basic Out- 
reach allows them to repair and use 
the back six or eight classrooms in 
the “new” addition to the old High 
School. This non-profit g-oup hopes 
to work with children and provide 
for them a better life. 

The bills were tabled until 6:30 
p.m, Tuesday after Councilman John 
W. Sharpless questioned some bills 
without purchase orders. Mayor 
Ricky Haywood called the special 
meeting and postponed paying all 
bills until the office staff could fur- 
nish a clarification on those ac- 
counts, 

A lengthy discussion over the po- 
sition of Recreation Director fol- 
lowed a report from Operations Of- 
ficer Henry Clark that time was crit- 
ical on getting underway with the 
baseball and softball programs for 
some 900 arca citizens.

Congress Must Face Welfare Reform This Year 


On the 1992 campaign stump, 
Bill Clinton declared that major re- 
form is needed “to end welfare as we 
know it.” Thus far, little has been 
done to make good on that pledge 
from the Clinton White House. 

The simple fact is welfare 
dependency has not only become a 
major drain on our federal budget, it 
is also ruining our competitiveness 
as a nation. We must tackle it now. 

In the mid-1960s, this nation 
launched a War on Poverty with the 
intended hope of securing a ‘Great 
Society.” 

Under the direction of Presi- 
dent Lyndon Johnson, the govern- 
ment began its assault on poverty by 
creating a host of new federal spend- 
ing programs and expanding exist- 
ing ones, including Aid to Families 
with Dependent Children (AFDC), 
While the goals were well- 
intentioned, the results have been 
disappointing. 

More than 25 years later, 
Johnson’s War on Poverty has had 
the unintended consequence of 
somehow making welfare more at- 
tractive than work. 

And once welfare recipients 
become dependent on public assis- 
tance, they are caught in the “wel- 
fare trap.” Asa result, poverty rates 
remain unchanged, the number of 
households headed by single moth- 
ers continues to rise, and teenage 
pregnancy levels have skyrocketed, 

A quick look at the facts tells 
the story. Funding for the 25 major 
social welfare programs more than 
doubled from $132 billion in 1975 to 
$277 billion in 1992. 

Total AFDC spending, both 
federal and state, has nearly doubled 
Over the last ten years. Meanwhile,

fewer than one percent of the par- 
ents participating in the AFDC pro- 
gram are required to work. In testi- 
mony before the House Agriculture 
Committee in 1993 one expert noted 
studies have shown a correlation 
between increases in AFDC ben- 
efits and decreases in marriage rates 
of single mothers. 

Justice Department dataeven 
suggests that during past periods of 
higher welfare spending crime rates 
have soared accordingly, only to 
level off when welfare spending 
decreased. 

So what can we do? We can 
begin by encouraging welfare re- 
cipients to seek employment, and 
ensure than paternity is established 
in order for mothers to receive AFDC 
benefits.

The only other 
full time employee that | was aware 
of was C, B. McDowell, He walked 


around the Square and stopped in 
businesses to get news of interest 
He also did anything he could to 
help get the paper out. 

The linotype machine was a big 
bulky thing. A flexible metal cord, 
with electric wire inside, hung from 
the top of the machine with a metal 
reflector shielding the light bulb 
over the keyboard. He pressed the 
proper key and molten lead ran from 
the heated container to form the let 
lers to be pressed together to print 
the correct subjects. Mr. Bryan wore 
the first pair of trifocal eyeglasses | 
had ever seen. He told me that in his 
work he had to see close up, at arms 
length and of course far off and they 
were necessary. That linolype was a 
big cumbersome thing, but it was 
great in its day. 

I asked Ferrin Cox if he had ever 
used one. He said that one was there, 
unused, when he bought the paper. 
Someone offered him $350.00 for it 
and he was glad to see it go. 

The obituary of my Father was 
first printed by Renzo Bryan by lino- 
type. I was 22 years old and he was 
55. It seems, so strange today, | 
thought he was an old man.

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Elba’s Evergreen Cemetery receives $100,000 donation

The City of Elba owned, Ever-

green Perpetual Care Cemetery re- 
ceived a shot in the arm recently 
with the official notification that A. 
L. Ellis, of Tarpon Springs, FL, was 
donating $100,000 to the trust fund. 


This donation from Mr. Ellis will al- 
most double the principal amount of 
the trust fund. 

Committee members explained 
they get some donations throughout 
the year and a number of pcople 
have indicated they have named the 
fund to receive money from their es- 
tate upon their death. 

The idea of a perpetual care ce- 
mectery was the brainchild of the late 
Mrs. Gladys Dorsey. She began the 
fund with a $5,000 donation. Mrs. 
Dorsey dicd in 197i, The fund did 
not receive IRS tax exempt status 
until March 31, 1972, From that 
small beginning, the fund had grown 
to a balance of over $100,000 before 
the donation by Ellis. 

With the increase, the perpetual 
care fund is inching ever closer to 
having enough interest income to 
maintain and improve the cemetery 


in the manner the public would like 
to sce it maintained. Optional ex- 
pense items on the wish list for the 
committee arc opening additional 
land for burial plots and the possibil- 
ily of constructing a fence around 
both existing sections of the existing 
cemetery. 

The money will be given to the 
fund in increments of $20,000 over a 
five year period. 

Mr. Ellis, a retired 
ecutive, is a native of Elba and has 
several family members buried in 


the local cemetery. He informed the | 


cemetery committee of his action 
through copies of an Ellis Founda- 
lion resolution and a letter to com- 
mittee member and personal friend 
Jake Bonneau. 

The committee accepted the mon- 
ey with gratitude. Their only regret 
was that Mr, Ellis was traveling and 
couldn't be in Elba to personally ac- 
cept their thanks, 

The interest from the trust fund is 
the only money received by the com- 
mittee and is used to pay for mowing 
and other upkeep of the cemetery.

Elba City Council discusses payroll tax

The Elba City Council held a 
third meeting of the week on Thurs- 
day of last week. The city fathers 
spent the time discussing a need for 
additional funds and again made an 
offer to settle the Ricky Mularz fir- 
ing lawsuit. 

Mayor Ricky Haywood opened 
this latest meeting by asking the 
city’s bookkeeper Murry Hardwick 
to explain to council members the fi- 
nancial condition of the city, 

Hardwick gave council members 
a three month budget comparison, 
using the proposed budget the coun- 
cil was considering in early Oc- 
tober. 

The comparison included the 1¢ 
sales tax increase proposed by Hay- 
wood. However, this tax wasn’t im- 
posed and Haywood expressed con- 
cern for ability to carry out the 
duties required of the city, 

Hardwick said the three month 
comparison looked good, but this 
was helped largely by the extra in- 
fusion from the Water and Electric 
Board. 

Council member Earl McCol- 
lough voiced a proposal for im- 
posing a 1¢ city payroll tax, He not- 
ed this would get some people who 
work in Elba, used the streets, etc. 
and then take all their pay checks to 
other towns, 

Haywood appointed a committee 
to study the proposal and report back 
to the council. McCollough, Bill 
Brunson and John W. Sharpless 
were appointed to the committee.

The Elba City Schoo! Board held 
a short meeting Thursday evening, 

Board members heard Super- 
intendent Charles Pearce report that 
the school’s finances were in better 
condition than expected, due to an 
increase in sales tax and the pre- 
viously reported increase in the min- 
imum program from the - state 
deparunent, 

In other business the board ap- 
proved the permanent expulsion of a 
former female student, Pearce told 
board members she caused a fight in 
the high school, hit a staff member 
and had to be restrained by three 
members of the administration, She

There was no estimates on how 
much income this would generate 
for the city. 

A payroll tax is in force in several 
other Alabama municipalities, In 
those, the tax is withheld by the em- 
ployer along with the state and feder- 
al taxes, 

The council adjourned to an ex- 
ecutive session for the expressed 
purpose of discussing a possible set- 
tlement with former Recreation Di- 
rector Ricky Mularz. 

Following that executive session, 
Council member Brad Wilson made 
a mouon to offer Mularz his job 


back. The offer included the items 
offered previously ...back pay, sick 
leave and retirement restored, re- 
lirement paid and a reasonable at-

onded this motion and it passed with 
only Mayor Haywood voting no.

Juveniles arrested in burglaries

As reported in last week’s edition

Both juveniles were turned over

In another incident, five juveniles 
from Elba were taken into custody 
by police and charged with cight 
counts of unlawful breaking and en- 
tering of a vehicle. An additional 


charge of burglary, one count, was 
placed against the youths, 

Both, the burglary and the break- 
ing and entering, charges constitute a 
felony under Alabama law. 

The arrests were made as a result 
of an investigation by the Elba po- 
lice into the breaking into of several 
buses belonging to the Elba City 
School system.” 

Also broken into, at about the 
same time, was the residence of 
Clarence Taylor. 

Both incidents were reported to 
the police on October 19, 1993, 

Police are asking the courts to

Colfee County Sheriff Brice Paul 
announced Monday that he will not 
be a candidate for re-election this 
year. He read from a prepared state- 
ment at the 2 p.m, press confernce in 
the sheriff’s office and then freely 
ficlded question from the press. 

He said that after four terms (15 
years) in the job he felt it was time 
to move on lo something else. He ex- 
plained that he wanted to spend 
more time with his family and also 
felt that at age 43, he was marketable 
for other positions that would give 
him this additional time with his 
family. 

Paul was first appointed to the of- 
fice in 1979 following the March Ist 
killing of then Sheriff Neil Grant- 
ham, At the time he was working in 
the District Attorney’s office. 

Financially he said he was qual- 
ified for a National Guard pension at 
age 60, was vested in the Sheriff's 
retirement fund, Paul said he was 
now ready to do something else 
which would be cqually rewarding 
to him both personally and financial- 
ly. 
He was asked what was the one 
moment (or experience) that stood 
Oul most to him from his 15 years 
service, 

The sheriff, who stepped into a 
void caused by the killing of his pre-

Conviction of drug-related crimes could 
Cause suspension of driver’s license 


As of January 1, 1994, conviction 
for certain drug-related crimes car- 
ries a six-month driver's license sus- 
pension in addition to any other pen- 
allies provided by the law, 

Act 93-352 of the 1993 Regular 
Session of the Alabama Legislature 
provides for suspension of driver's 
license of any person, including 
juveniles, convicted or adjudicated 
based on the following offenses: 

“Criminal solicitation to commit a 
controlled substance crime; at- 
tempt to commit a conwolled sub- 
Stance crime; criminal conspiracy 
to commit a conuolled substance 
crime; unlawful distribution of 
controlled substances; unlawful 
Possession Or receipt of controlled 
Substances; unlawful possession 


Of marijuana in the first degree; 
unlawful possession of marijuana 
in the second degree; sale or fur 
nishing of controlled substances 
by persons over age 18 to persons 
under age 18; trafficking in speci- 
fied substances; and driving under 
the influence of a conwolled sub- 
stance, or under the combined in- 
fluence of a controlled substance 
and alcohiol.”

decessor, said it was hard to do 
when you have 15 years of mem- 
ories, but probably the Elba flood of 
1990 is the thing he would re- 
member most. He said this was def- 
initely the most difficult time of his 
career, 

He has no special plans for when 
he leaves office next January, but 
will be looking at several options. 

When asked about his family’s re- 
action to his decision, he said they 
had mixed emotions. He added that 
it takes a unique woman to live with 
someone who is in the sheriffs of- 
fice “and Linda is a wonderful wom- 


an,” 
He told several stories to illustrate 
the pressure on his wife, including 
the late night phone calls she re- 
ceived when he wasn’t home and she 
was caring for a sick child; riding 
with him and getting diverted from 
normal activities to murder scenes, 
etc, 

Paul said he would not be endors- 
ing anyone as his replacement. “That 
is for the voters of Coffee County to 
decide,” he said with conviction. 

The sheriff did add that he felt it 
should be someone with three things 
including: a suong character and 
moral factor - someone who can be 
honest and stay clean; experienced - 
the person will have to instantly 
make tough management decisions, 
managing a budget exceeding a mil- 
lion dollars; the person elected must 
be willing to work to put in the time 
necessary to learn the managerial 
skills to get the job done, In addition 
to enforcing the law, deputies serve 
18,000 to 20,000 civil papers 
throughout the county each year, 

“Law enforcement has gotten 
more violent in the last five years, 
and who knows where it is going in 
the next five,” Paul said. He added 
that for most of his career he never 
owned a bullet proof vest, nor a ma- 
chine gun, Now he has them both, 

At least five county citizens have 
expressed intentions to qualify for 
the position, Official announcements 
have started and will continue within 
the next several weeks, Official qual- 
ifying begins in carly March,
